$zasz Denounces Psychiatry 


Dr. Thomas Szasz 
sightful 
who, in his convocation address 
yesterday. denounced psychiatry 
for abusing language and 
dehumanizing man by inventing 
“illnesses” to describe forms of 
human behavior 

“Describing behavior in terms 
of medicine is metaphor,” said 
Szasz. “But the psychiatric profes- 
sion pretends that it is not.” 

For example, Szasz pointed to 
the “invention” of schizophrenia in 
1911. “Before 1911 there were no 
schizophrenics . . . In medicine you 
become famous if you cure a 
disease. In psychiatry you become

Citing New York City as an ex- 
ample. Alle said that the 750,000 
dogs known tocurrently live inthat 
city deposit an estimated ! 10,000 
pounds of animal waste «ach day 
Much of this waste, he continued 
is dropped in areas where children 
play or where it may be carried by 
the storm drain system into nearby 
rivers and lakes 

This in turn compounds itself 
into a major health and en- 
vironmental problem. Allen said 
these animals carry a larva known 
as Visceral Larva Miurgrams 
(VLM). These larva incubate with 
the slightest bit of moisture 

The larva then quickly develop 
and spread. If infected by the larva, 
Allen continued, human: may 
suffer a variety of problems in- 
cluding even 
blindness 

Animal bites pose another 
problem. Allen cited the fact that 2 
million Americans were attacked 
last year by free-ranging dogs. Six- 
ty per cent of the bites involved 
children under the age of 15

The experience of the officers, 
their training. their salary and the 
hours they must work each week is 
under investigation. Further. the 
legal mghts and authority of the of- 
ficers is also of tnterest to the 
researchers 

This May, the proyect members 
will host a special symposium on 
the subject of ammal control in 
order to gain valuable information 
from those specialists who are be- 
ing asked to attend 

In addition. said Allen, “It is 
hoped that those who come to the 
symposium will also be able to

dings.” 

The symposium will be broken 
into three parts. The first two will 
be on a highly technical level and 
will witness the exchange of in- 
formation between the project's 
researchers and the — invited 
specialists. The final part will be an 
open forum where the public may 
pose questions to the experts 

In June, when the project con- 
cludes, a report of their findings 
will be published. It ts hop: d. said

We 
saw the entire project and learned 
that these cattle were specifically 
raised for milk production 
Enough milk is produced at this 
time for Cuban consumption but 
not for export. | could plainly see 
that the project wasn’t failing and 
realized how misleading the article 
from home had been.

My determination to bring 
home news about Cuba increased 
This is the first ina series of articles 
1 will be writing about miy ex- 
perience there. I hope you will find 
them informative 


| was fortunate enough to visit 
the smail country through the ef- 
forts of an educational project 
called the Venceremos Brigade 
(venceremos means “we wil! win”), 
a group of 100 people coming from 
ail over the United States. We 
stayed over two menths 


Six weeks were spent living and 
working with approximately 100 
Cubans on a housing project. Yes, 
we built houses from seven in the 
morning until six in the evening, 
five and a half days a week. The 
work was hard and the sun was hot, 
but we didn’t mind. Just being 
there was an experience none of us 
will ever forget. Our brigade and 
the Cuban brigade were comprised 
of both students and workers, giv- 
ing us a mutual chance to work 
with young people and the older 


people too 


The last two weeks of our stay 
were spent traveling on the island. 
We met and talked with many 
people while roaming the city 
Streets freely. I mever felt afraid 
walking alone at night, not even in 
Havana, the largest city in Cuba 
However, I will talk more about 
this experience in other articles

Understanding Cuba _ todas 
necessarily involves knowing some 
of the history of the country 
Consequently now is the proper 
time to discuss events thai lead to 
the present situation in Cuba 


The primary task of the Cuban 
Revolution is to fight against 
underdevelopment. A tremendous 
difference exists between an 
undeveloped country and one that 
has been victimized by under 
development. The former simp!y 
indicates that a country ts virtually 
uatouched by “civilized man”: the 
latter, an underdeveloped country, 
is interrupted from its natura! path 
of development. Another country 
may desire economic enhancement 
which it cannot accomplish within 
its own geographical boundaries 


Spain was attracted to Cuha for 
its rich gold supply 
developed into a control of Cuba's 
famous sugar production. By im- 
porting 1,000,000 African slaves 
into Cuba. the Spanish colonialists 
were able to create a cheap labor 
market. The wages saved by in- 
corporating slaves into their con- 
quest increased profits immensely 

Spain dominated Cuban ex- 
istence until the United States took 
over by defending the Cubans dur- 
ing their war with Spain. The 
Cubans were victorious over the 
Spunish. Slaves were freed and a

gradual intergration of the wor- 
king class took place. At this time 
the tobacco workers left Cuba to 
go to the Southern United States 
They were not idle. Organizations 
with U.S. workers were developed 
and a tight link between our two 
countries began, a link which has 
since been destroyed. 


The United States began to 
undermine this development by es- 
tablishing racial divisions in public 
places throughout Cuba. 
Segregated schools were instituted 
In 1902. our government imposed 
the Piatt Amendment on Cuba 
which acted as a major factor in 


severing relations between the 
workers ir each country. The U.S 
not only acquired all mghts to 
Cuban foreign trade. but also 


received the power to intervene 


militarily in Cuban = affairs 
“whenever necessary.” These ac- 
complishments were achieved 


under the guise of exclusive trade 
with and proteciion for Cuba by 
the US 


This amendment severly han- 
dicapped Cuba's development. Th 
land and the people deteriorated. 
U.S. monopolies grew and took 
over factories and mulls in Cuba. 
The desire for high profits en- 
couraged them to hire as few 


people as possible for the st 
amount of time and money.

Cuban men worked in the sugar 
mills for three months and spent 
the other nine living on credit from 
the bosses. A vicious circle began 
which lasted for approximately 50 
years.

The life 
of a sharecropped in the U-S. 
would somewhat compare to the 
lowly existence of Cuban men and

It wasn’t until 1950, when Fidel 
Castro emerged as a lawyer. that 
the people began to organize as a 
whole.

He proved to 
be the most repressive and cruel 
dictator Cuba experienced, who 
murdered 20,000 people during his

Fidel was among the un- 
fortunates to be arrested and im- 
prisoned. But strong public protest 
freed him, and he went to Mexico 
to organize. Here he met Che 
Guevara, ~ and together they 
organized an army of 82 men toat- 
tack Batista. Similar organizating 
was taking place inside Cuba to 
coincide with the return of Fidel 


When they landed on the shores 
of Cuba, instead of being greeted 
by their fellow comrades, they were 
attacked by Batista’s men. All but 
i0 men died. Those 10 fled into the 
mountains. Within a few days they 
found each other and began to 
build the Rebel Army that would 
ultimately defeat Batista 


The peasants slowly began sup- 
porting and joining the Rebel Ar- 
my. Education and health were 
Fidel’s primary concerns. The 
Rebel Army built schools and hos- 
pitals for the people. A strict rule 
among the soldiers considered a 
direct act against the people. was 
that any man caught raping a 
woman would face execution 


I asked one farm worker why he 
believed in the Rebel Army. He 
said simply, “because it was an 
army of poor people, like me.” 


Fhe war was won precisely for 
that reason. Victory swept the 
country in 1959, as Fidel marched 
into Havana with a dove curiously 
perched on his shoulder the entire

time. Batista fled for his life a few 
days earher 


The task of creating and im- 
plementing ways to overcome their 
tremendously underdeveloped 
country lay ahead of them. In 1960, 
the U.S. cut off all trade relations 
with Cuba. Cuba’s response was to 
nationalize all the factories and 
mills, quite an economic blow to 
the American businessmen who 
had invested so much time and 
money in these businesses. 


The people began to arm 
themselves and form militias. 
protecting themselves from turther 
U.S. aggression. Fidel recognized 
the need for education. He created 
the Literacy Campaign, whose task 
was to teach the one millon 
illiterate peopie in Cuba to read 
The task was monumental 
Thousands of volunteers went into 
the mountains and back regions, 
bringing communication tc the 
peasants of Cuba 
completed within a year. Illiteracy 
had been eradicated 


The task was 


This marked the beginning of 
hope for Cuba. The Revolution did 
not end with a gun. Fourteen years 
have passed since the guns were 
laid to rest. The people have never 
stopped working towards over- 
coming underdevelopment, but the 
spirit of the people does not coin- 
cide with the still visable remnants 
of underdevelopment. Tremen- 
dous strides have been made in 
Cuba. In the future articles, I will 
be discussing the progress made in 
Cuba. | hope you will be here along
